to a classic pepperoni pie, hearkening back 
to the time the space belonged to Rocky 
Rococo. 

Across the river, in the Papillon 
Building just north of Riverfront Park, 
Chef lan Wingate’s OUTSIDER relies ona 
wood-fired oven to serve up traditional 
favorite proteins — think salmon, steak 
and burgers — elevated through Wingate’s 
culinary expertise, But the venue’s most 
popular item is unexpectedly the rotisserie 
cauliflower, which is roasted in the oven 
and, when delicately caramelized on the 
outside, served accompanied by lime aioli,

chili arbol sauce and toum, a Lebanese condiment similar to mayonnaise. “It’s our No. 1 seller,” says 
Wingate. “There’s a lot of love that goes into that cauliflower.” 

At THE MELTING POT across from River Park Square, food and conversation are on the menu. 
Diners enjoying the four-course dinner will begin with a bubbling pot of cheese fondue. Multiple 
options including the classic Alpine, as well as a Spinach Artichoke and a Loaded Baked potato 
cheddar are available. After a salad, entree options feature a variety of proteins, and the option to cook 
ina flavorful bouillon or on a tabletop cast iron grill. And of course, the meal concludes with your very 
own pot of chocolate fondue. 

A fresh take on French cuisine is the goal in the Perry District's FRANCAISE, where the plant- and 
art-filled decor is specifically designed to put diners at ease, while a mural of the Eiffel tower invites 
daydreams of Paris. Order a baguette, and linger over the patés, charcuterie and French classics like 
Steak Frites, but also explore the menu, which is ever-evolving, but always under the expert guidance 
of Chef Adam Hegsted. 

Hegsted is also at the helm of downtown’s DE ESPANA, his new tapas restaurant inspired by his 
whirlwind trip to Spain upon winning a culinary contest. Options include grilled and seafood tapas, as 
well as entrees like paella and a bone-in ribeye. And no visit would be complete without sampling the 
house-made sangria, available by the glass or the pitcher.

squash. That will be a gluten-free, meatless type 
of soup,” says Indigenous Eats owner Jenny 
Slagle, a member of the Yakama Nation who uses 
a family recipe to make her frybread. 

“We may also transition our frybread with 
huckleberry sauce to a more seasonal cranberry 
sauce. And we'll continue to offer what we're 
becoming best known for, which is our Indian 
tacos. That’s a frybread base with different types 
of protein — either bison, beef, chicken or beans 
— layered with traditional taco toppings.” 

As both a coffee and cocktail bar, THE WET 
WHISTLE is the place to go for both a pick- 
me-up and a mellow-me-out. You can choose 
from the standard menu of coffee variants — all 
available with a 21+ splash of something extra — 
or sip on, say, The Hemingway (rum, grapefruit, 
lime) or The Beehive (gin, honey, lavender, 
lemon, Prosecco). 

Just north of downtown Spokane is SHAWN 
ELL'S, a family-owned and -operated 
grill and pub that adds a bit o’ Irish flair to 
American fare. There’s a large list of gourmet 
burgers and salads, but you'll also see fish and 
chips, bangers and mash, Guinness beef stew 
and shepherd’s pie on the menu. And, naturally, 
the tap Guinness flows freely. 

Taking its cues from TexMex cuisine, THE 
D has recently introduced a revamped 
menu that expands their taco selection to 
include shrimp, skirt steak and vegetarian 
chorizo options. 

Bad Seed owner J.J. Wandler says that they’ll 
be augmenting their usual favorites with holiday- 
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themed options. 

“Between Thanksgiving through New 
Years, we'll be offering house-smoked turkey 
with house-made cranberry compote and 
Texas toast stuffing as tacos, enchiladas or 
tortas. For our vegetarian guests, they can 
enjoy the same offering but with Tofurkey. As 
one of our cocktail specials, we're featuring 


spiked eggnog throughout the holiday season. 


And as a backdrop, you'll have lots of festive 
decorations, like our vintage aluminum 
Christmas tree.” 

If you’re the type of person who thinks

supernatural, be sure to ask the staff about 
Veronica, the ghost who supposedly haunts the 
restaurant’s former Hillyard Library building. 

UNO MAS TACO SHOP and VICTORY 
BURGER, both of which are conveniently 
located in the Wonder Building near the 
Spokane Arena, take classic fast food to a new 
artisanal level. Uno Mas serves up big, quarter- 
pound tacos with smoked beef, grilled sweet 
potato and other fillings, while Victory prides 
itself on equally hearty burgers made with 
fresh, regionally sourced ingredients. #*

Cold, Refreshing 
Good Times 


rewmasters are a creative and 

exacting group, and at GARLAND 

BREW WERKS, that passion 

is always on tap. On the wall, 
the “Beer is Art” mural is a reminder of the 
intensely artisanal process of making beer. 
“Not all beer is art,” acknowledges owner TJ 
Wallin. “But when you come down to have 
some locally made craft beer, someone put 
their heart and soul and labor into it, just like 
chiseling a piece of rock into a statue.” The 
North Spokane taproom, designed to foster 
mingling and community, features a massive 
wrap-around bar top and a long communal 
bar-height table down the space’s center. 

At NO-LI BREWHOUSE’s new Bier Hall, 
the inspiration was the grand beer halls of 
Germany. The big friendly pub located on 
the banks of the Spokane River not far from 
Gonzaga University offers a selection of their 
own beers on tap, as well as several hard 
ciders; the Bier Hall is near the entrance, 
with the full restaurant back toward the 
riverside. For the hungry, the impressively 
massive Bavarian pretzel, which arrives 
dangling from a hook, is the perfect

complement to beer, and large enough to 
share, though there may be a bit of a battle 
for the accompanying jalapeno cheese dip. 
Using locally sourced apples gives 
TRAILBREAKER CIDER the opportunity for 
more control over their finished products. 
At their Liberty Lake restaurant and tasting 
room, they’re able to create distinctive 
flavors and styles that require less post- 
fermentation additives. Beer, champagne 
and non-alcoholic juices are also available 
as well as food, with particular attention to 
options for the gluten-free crowd. 
Philanthropy is always on tap at 
COMMON LANGUAGE, where the owners 
have pledged that 25 percent of profits 
will be donated to local organizations 
supporting LGBTQIA, BIPOC, women and 
children. Making all that possible is expert 
attention to brewing fine beers, including 
state-of-the-art equipment and highly 
trained brewmasters. The goal is a lively 
community hub in downtown Spokane 
where people can play music, meet new (or 
old) friends and enjoy some friendly debate

As treasurer of the Spokane Winery Association, Lathrop notes that all 
member wineries, including hers, will celebrate Holiday Wine Fest the weekend of Nov. 18-20, from 
noon to 5 each day. “We will be showcasing our two wines we think pair best with holiday dinners: 
Sangiovese — our equivalent of a chianti, great for turkey — and Carménére, a fuller-bodied red” that 
complements heavier meals. Jewelry and woodworking vendors will be on site that weekend, too.
